The Attorney-General’'s suit was 
filed undes the “Junkin act” prohib- 
iting combinations in restraint of 
trade, and was directed against the 
opposing parties as co-defendants, 
charging each with conspiracy in 
violation of the act. 

The court said: 7 

“There can be no question that 
the unions have the right to organ- 
ize, or combine for their protection 
and welfare. And their right to do 
things [n furtherance of their aims, 
so far as they do not interfere with 
the rights of othera, is clear. They 
may approach their employers with 
a request to-employ only union men; 
they may approach non-union men 
with requests to jvin the unions or 
quit work. Unions not directly in- 
volved in a strike may decline, if 
they so desire, to work on jobs con- 
sidered by them to be ‘unfair’ and 
may approach non-union men with 
request to leave 
the union, so long as they use no 
violence, make no threats, nor em- 
ploy intimidation.” 

The right of employers to com- 
bine to protect their rights is 
equally strongly put in the decision, 
with the clear statement that “lock. 
outs” caiculated to harm men not 
involved in strikes, or tending to 
force outside and disinterested per- 
sons to side with them against the 
unions, is conspiracy in restraint of 
trade within the law. 


FAITHFUL WAR DOG 
DIES FROM WOUNDS.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Nellie, 
the celebrated war dog, brought to 
this country by the Belgian mis- 
sion, is dead. The passing of a mem- 
ber of the mission itself would 
scarcely cause more grief among 
them. 

At the first battle of Ypres Nel- 
lie trotted faithfully along beside her 
owner, a British officer, into the 
rain of shrapnel and high explosive 
shells, with only the thought of be- 
ing near her master. He fell; she, 
only wounded, wandered about No 
Man's Land until picked up by Maj. 
Osterreith ofa Belgian regiment, to 
whom she transferred her alle- 


nce. 

When Maj. Osterreith came _ to 
this country with the Belgian mis- 
sion Nellie came along, and thous- 
ands of Americans have seen her 
twinkling litle eyes and her stubby 
wagging tall acknowledge their at- 
tention and kindness. Now Nellie ts 
dead. The canse probably Was a 
combination of wounds und age.

The losses were divided as follows: 

Officers killed or died of wounds, 
362; men, 3188. Officers wounded or 
missing, 927; men, 12,564. 

Casualties among British troops 
during the week just ended show 
somewhat of an increase over the 
previous week, when the total was 
14,096. They were nearly identical. 
however, with the losses for the 
week ended October 9, which totaled 
17,505 In general, the October losses 
are running far lower than those 
during September, the last two 
weeks of that month showing casual- 
ties of 23,036 and 27,164, respect- 
ively.

MILL WORKERS 
QUIT STRIKE. 


Leaders of Walkout are not 
Satisfied with It. 


Owners Expect to See All the 
Employees Back Monday. 


Defection Starts in Union’s 
Chief Stronghold. 


The strike of mili-workers and 
cabinet-makers which has been in 
progress for pearly three weeks re- 
ceived a body blow yesterday morn- 
ing when, at a union committee 
meeting, the strikers from the Ham- 
mond Lumber Company mills re- 
fused to indorse the manner in 
which the strike its being conducted. 

Earlier in the day, eight of the 
Hammond strikers returned to their 
places in the mills, and others would 
have gone back to work if they had 
been given an excuse for “throwing 
down” the union. They made it 
plain that all they desired was an 
excuse for going to work, but the 
emplovers stood firmly on the un- 
derstanding that if the men returned 
they did so as individuals with the 
game status that prevailed before 
the strike. 

The “flopping” of the Hammond 
mill etrikers is taken as an indica- 
tien that the end of the strike is 
only a short distance ahead. It has 
always been claimed that the union 
was stronger in the Hammond mills 
than any other place, anf’ when the 
strike occurred the Hammond plant 
lost seventy of 125 men. That was 
a heavier percentage of walk-outs 
than was registered elsewhere, so it 
may be taken for granted that the 
Hammond mills were more strong- 
ly unienized than any of the twenty 
or more plants involved in the 
strike. 

It seems that the strikers from 
Hammond's have not been at all 
satisfied with the manner in which 

the union committee has conducted 
the strike. The strikers from the 
other mills have been herded to- 

ther during the past two weeks 

walking delegates’ eloquence and 
stimulated to the point of holding 
an occasional demonstration at one 
of the mills, but the spirit of the 
,Strike has been wobbly for severa! 
Gays. Men have Been quitting the 
ranks of the unionites and striking 
out on their own hook for the cause 
of patriotism and bread and butter. 

Monday morning more than twen- 
ty-five strikers returned to work. 
Tuesday morning nearly an equa! 
number sought their old jobs. Last 
night the union made a demonstra- 
tion at the &. K. Wood Lumber 
Company mill to give the strike a 
little bracer, but the campaigr 
seems to have been hit by a spirit of 
@eneral apathy, and the mill own- 
ers believe that: the strike will 
break itself not later than Satur- 
day. They expect to see the men 
back at their old jobs Monday. 

The union men have separated 
themselves into little cliques where 
@iseatisfaction is freely expressed 
and the strike committee severely 
blamed on certain scores. This 
morning at 7 o'clock the strikers 
will make a last stand at the Ham- 
mond milis in an endeavor to turn 
back any of their number who en- 
deavor to slip in and resume their 
work.

That Americans must get rid of 
the idea that “Yankee ingenuity”

When the whole world holds its nose in 
passing there must be something rotten 
on the premises.

If there were only some way of inform- 
ing the rank and file of the Central Powers 
that the world respects and admires the 
German people, but detests the Kaiser and 
Prussian autocracy, the Germans might be 
induced to do a little house-cleaning on 
their own account. Many of the German 
people do not even know that the United 
States is at war with them. Those who do 
have been given an utterly erroneous im- 
pression of the reasons that inspired the 
step. The German soldiers were bunkoed 
by their military machine from the very 
start. They were led to believe that by 
their aggression they were defending their 
own homes from invasion and they were 
further persuaded that the English people 
would never war against them. Had they 
even dreamed the possibility of all America 
being arrayed against them they would not 
willingly have raised a pfennig or shoul- 
dered*a gun.

American is going into battle without hate 
in his heart. 

Doubtless there is German blood in the 
veins of 25 per cent. of the people of the 
United States. That they would war with 
their kindred without’ good and sufficient 
reason is incredible. That a knowledge of 
these reasons cannot be conveyed to the 
whole German race is unfortunate on both 
sides. Here in America all the evidence 
favoring the German cause has had a hear- 
ing, but it is the policy of the Prussian 
autocracy to permit its people to see and 
hear but one side. 

Even more impressive than the attitude 

of America so far as the German_people 
are concerned should be that lately indi- 
cated by the Latin-American republics. 
Here there were ties of interest thicker than 
blood. German commerce and capital were 
made welcome and there could apparently 
be no legitimate warrant for a break. If 
now it were possible to bring to the Ger- 
man people a knowledge- of the infamous 
diplomatic duplicity responsible for a sev- 
erance of all ties the Germans might be in- 
duced to cast off the shackles which bind 
them to a system which inspires the world 
with horror, while at the same time its 
subjects retain that world’s respect. 
\ What would the Germans think if they 
could be informed why such remote lands 
as China, Siam, Liberia and Uruguay were 
arrayed against them? Surely there could 
be no quarrel there, and if they are brought 
to hate Prussian militarism it must be 
worth hating. 

A war of words might be more resultful 
than a war of shrapnel if the words could 
be such as would convey to the whole 
German .army and people a knowledge of 
the attitude of the entire civilized world 
toward Kaiserism and the reasons therefor.

OLO PASHA. 

When we hear and see the name Bolo 
Pasha we think of a bolo knife from the 
Philippine Islands, the kind the natives used 
to throw at the American troops over there, 
and a Turkish official. But Bolo Pasha is 
neither of these. Also—when we hear and 
see the name we think of a dinner at Sher- 
ry’s which is in New York, but not of 
Sherry wine, as Sherry is a sweet wine and 
somewhat heavy. As Burton says in his 
“Anatomy of Melancholy,” it produces 
heavy fumes that rise to the head; and 
80 On. 

Bolo Pasha’s career, as revealed by the 
dispatches, at the same time reminds one 
of Cagliostro and the Admirable Crichton. 
He is obviously a man who, if he cannot 
do everything possible for humans to do, 
- gt least knows how to boast that he can 
and, indeed, in such a way as to impress 
notables and dignitaries, such as Kaiser 
and Ambassador, that he is a wonder-work- 
er.

NSURANCE FOR SOLDIERS. 
By substituting Federal insurance for 


Federal pensions the United States be- 


comes the greatest mutua] insurance com- 
pany the world has ever known. The ecti 


mated risks which the government will 


carry when the first million men are in- 
sured will be six times as great as the ag- 
gregate risks carried by the three largest 
insurance companies in the world. 

Three new departures are provided for 
in the act which authorizes the establish. 
ment of a Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
in the Treasury Department. They are as 
follows: 

(1.) Governmental family allowances 
and compulsory allotment of pay for sup- 
port of dependents and for savings to 
safeguard the morale of the army and navy. 

(2.) Compensation for death or disabil- 
ity due to injury or disease incurred in the 
service. 

(3.) Apility to get additional insurance 


at low cost. 


There is a government family allotment 
for the wife and children of our soldiers 
and sailors. But the act providing that 
allowance makes further stipulation that 
the soldier and sailor whose family is so 
protected must allot a share of his monthly 
pay equal to the government allowance. 
This amount must not be more than half 
his pay, however. nor less than $15 a month. 
If an enlisted man has made no declara- 
tion of dependents he is required to deposit 
with the government one-half his pay each 
month. This sum is returned to him with 
interest compounded at the rate of 4 per 


cent. per annum at the close of his service. 


Family allowances are made on a gradu- 
ated scale, according to the number of de- 
pendents. An enlisted man whose pay is 
$33 a month may receive a maximum of 
$66.50 per annum for the support of his 
family. Of that sum $16.50 will be held out 


mounte- 


$2,000,000,000 for 


of his monthly pay and the remainder will 
be contributed by the government. 

Government insurance is tten at a 
premium which varies from cents per 
thousand monthly fer those below twenty- 
three years of age to 70 cents per thousand 
monthly for those more than thirty years 
of age and not more than thirty-one. The 
government will not write an insuraace 
policy for less than $1000 or for more than 
$10,000. In case of total disability the in- 
surance will not be paid in a lump sum, 
but in annual payments extending over 
twenty years. In case of the death of the 
Insured the balance of the unpaid policy 
goes In a lump sum to his dependents. 

It will be observed that the zovernment 
agrees to insure its soldiers and sailors at 
a premium rate which averages $8 per vear 
for each $1090 of insurance written. This 
rate is but one-seventh of the premium 
asked by reliable insurance companies rhat 
now include a war risk. The private com- 
panies charge a bonus of $50 a year for 
each $1000 of insurance for the war risk. 
While the bill was under discussion in the 
Senate objection was made to the maxi- 
mum of $109,000. Senator Smoot argued 
that the soldiers and sailors would all strive 
to carry the maximum amount, for the 
reason that the rate was so much helow 
that charged by private companies, and 
that the insurance burden would be almost. 
as great after the war as the bonded debt. 
Senator Smoot asserted that “The expe- 
rience of Canada has shown that even a 
rate of $50 per thousand above peace rates 
on the insurance of their soldiers is not 
sufficient to cover the risk.” 

Senator McCumber cited statistics in sup- 
port of his assertion that before the war 
is ended the United States will have 4.000,- 
000 men in the trenches, and that if half 
these carry insurance the United States 
would have an annual insurance outlay of 
the next half century. 
Many other Senators were more optimistic. 
They estimated that the number of the in- 
sured would never be greater than 1.000. 
000 men and thac the annual expense would 
not be more than $500,000,000 a year. 

While it ts admitted that the new plan 
of Federal insurance is largely experi- 
mental, the act is receiving favorable com- 
ment from all sections of the country. 
There is a unanimous feeling that the sac- 
rifice made by those who go to the front 


should be rendered as light as possible and 
that ample provision should be made for 


the protection of their families while they 
are at the front. No other country has 
equaled the United States in its liberality 
towards its soldiers and sailors. The Amer- 
fean soldier will be the best paid man at 
the front and his family will be best cared 
for.

MOONEY NOT TO 
BE TRIED HERE. 


Court Allows Time 
for Filing Briefs. 


McCowan Disbarment Suit 
Again in Limelight. 


Defendant Forced to Trial; 
Lawyers Absent. 


The hearing of the appeal of 
Thomas J. Mooney, the convicted 
bomb thrower, from the judgment 
and sentence of death’ imposed by 
Superior Judge Franklin Griffin of 
San Francisco for conspiring to toss 
the deadly missiles into the “pre- 
paredness day” parade in that city in 
July, 1916, before the State Supreme 
Court yesterday, was short. 

Robert M. Clarke, assistant to 
Atty.-Gen. Webb, who, with J. 
Charlies Jones of the Sacramento 
office of the Attorney-General, is 
conducting the case. moved that the 
case be submitted on briefs. 

Maxwell McNutt, representing 
Mooney, agreed to the motion. al- 
though Chief Justice Angelotti re- 
marked that the court knew nothing 
about the case. It was agreed that 
thirty days should be allowed for the 
filling of the briefs and the case will 
come before the court in San Fran- 
cisco, possibly in January -uext. 

MOONEY’'S CONTENTION, 

The points relied on by the Mcon- 
ey defense to reverse the judgment 
of the lower court are as follows: 

There has been no proof beyond 
a reasonable do.bt affirming the 
criminal agency of that which de- 
stroyed life on the occasion of the 
“preparedness” parade. 

That the testimony of the witness- 
es, John McDonald and Frank C. 
Oxman, on the point that they had 
seen Mooney in close proximity to 
the point on Market street where 
the bomb was thrown, was so con- 
tradictory as to raise a reasonable 
doubt, as a matter of law. 

That the evidence of these wit- 
nesses showed Mooney to have been 
at the junction of Market and Steu- 
art streets at the time of the ex- 
plosién when, as a matter of fact, 
Mooney was at his home a mile and
